SUSSEX DOWNS:", 

‘MORE’ NEW, LIGHT ON BRITISH, 

Soa HISTORY," : 

As the result of excavations carried out 
on the Sussex Downs,’ near Brighton, hy 
Mr. Garnet Wolseley. a relative of the 
‘famous General, and supervised by Mr. 
Reginald’: A, Smith, of the British 
Museum, important additions are heing 
made to our knowledge wf early British 
history. 

Ona lonely slope of the Sussex Downs, 
tothe ndrth-east of the well-known pre- 
historie fort of Cissbury, have been Uis-. 
covered hitherto unsuspected remains of 
villages of the late Bronze Age’ period, 
of the Tron Age,"or Celtic period ; and of 
a Celtic tripe which persisted ¢ right 
through the period of the Roman oceupa- 
tion, ahsorbing Roman éulture, and fin- 
ally was destroyed “hy the Saxon in. 
vaders, 

The charred remnants are clearly to he 
seen, now that they have uncovered from 
the kindly turf which hid them, of the site 
where .undowhtedly. the Romano-Britist 
fought ‘their last fight agiinst. the Saxon, 
and met the fate that the Saxon Chronicle 
so tersely describes. to Anderida—“ Not | 
one Brit was Jeft."' Littered about under 
the accumulated loose soil and turf are’ 
Roman tiles, Roman tile nails, fragments
